the corporal conjunftion of the Planets : As in the Sans applicati- 
on to Corjurdtion with Saurm, becauſe the Suxs Orb confiſts of 
x3. and $«41w# of 9. therefore ſo ſoon as the Sax ſhall be diſtant 
from him, not more than 21 degrees (which number is prody- 
| ced by the Addition of 12. aud 9, degrees) the cold commen- 
ceth, and laſts for che moſt parr, until the Sun have ſeparated 
himſelf 21. degrees from confurffron with him. 

In like manner the P/avers, which have their bouſes oppoſite,

07 the Comet in Decemb. 1652. And what incredible tempeſt: were 
the ewo'laſt years, on the Coafts of England, Frence, Spain, Hol. 
lexd ini Grmemry, in the Atlantique Octer and Baltique Seas, the 
Owners of the Navies thereby ſcattered, aud of the many ſhips, 
pou and men that were loſt, and therein miſerably periſhed, 

ave cauſe to remember.
